For Road-Worn Tires 


Akron, O., Sept. 20.—Prema- 
ture tread wear no longer spells 


the end for otherwise service- 
able tires. A new discovery in 
the laboratories of the Miller 
Rubber Company makes -possi- 
ble for the first time in tire his- 
tory the satisfactory replacement 
of a road-worn tire tread with a 
mew one. The new discovery is 
ene of the most important of tire 
‘ history, as it adds millions of 
miles to the nation’s tire service, 
Miller officials point out. 

For. years past, the effort to 
lengthén tire life by retreading 
tires has been one of doubtful val- 
ue. 
the vulcanizers cured the retread- 
ing rubber (known to the trade as 
“camelback’’) in three sections. 
The failure of the old style camel- 
back lay in its flowing or bulging 


at the end of the mold. The old 


camelback was. not designed to 
withstand the necessary heat and 
pressure of yulcanizing. 

Pressure caused the rubber to 
force its way out of the mold at 
the ends where it joined the un- 
cured rubber. The motorist who 
has seen a tire retreaded will have 
noticed that it formed bulges in 
three points along the tire which 
had to be cut away. Between these 
points the stock had become 
thinner. The result was that the 
tread had such wide variation in 
thickness it was not surprising that 
weak spots developed to cause early 
failure. Added mileage was not 
often sufficient to make retreading 
pay. 

The new Camelback does not 
yield to pressure in the retreader’s 
mold. It is not forced out the mold 
ends and cures smoothly and 
evenly, giving as satisfactory wear 
as the original tread. It has been 
hailed by vuleanizers as a great 
advance in tire r@pair work. 

The new compound, which 
been witheld from the market 
an extended period during 
time its claims were tested and 
proved, is not intended for use on 
tires whose carcasses have been 
worn out. Motorists are warned to 
have their tires properly inspected 
to make certain that the tire car- 
cass has sufficient life in to 
make retreading profitable.
